per week in wages. 


The terms "Employment", "Number Employed", "Employees" and "Wage Earners" 
herein are synonymous with, and relate to, "wage and salary earners" on pay-rolls or 
"in employment" in the latter part of each month as distinot from numbers of employ- 

, es actually working on a specific date. They include persons employed part-time.
